DURING the same week that 
President Carter's Middle East 
arms package was approved by 
the Senate, Ethiopia mounted a 
well-planned offensive against 
Eritrea, and Zaire's Shaba 
province once again rose to the 
headlines. This convergence of 
events is perhaps less fortuitous 
than it may appear. 

Awareness of the global 
significance of Africa has ἰπ- 
creased markedly in recent years. 
Not since the Congo crisis of 1960 
has great power interest and in- 
volvement in the black continent 
been as intenge as it is today. 

A number of factors are making 
Africa fast become the centre of 
world attention. The Arab oll em- 
bargo of 1978 served notice.to the 


west that its regular suppliers . 


were no longer as dependable as 
they had been thought. 

Moreover, the strategic lesson 
of the ofl crials was not loat on 
African states, whose stagnant 
monocrop economies are depen- 
dent on fluctuations in the world 
market. 


As a result, efforts were made . 


by the Third and Fourth Worlds to 
bring about a more equitable dis- 
tribution of global economic 
resources through the creation of 
the so-called New International 
Eeonomie Order. These attempts

The African reawakening of the 
U.S. began during the end of the 
Ford administration. But Presi- 
dent Carter from the outset dis- 
played a greater sensitivity to 
African questions. His concern 
with human rights naturally led 
him to greater involvement In 
southern Africa. His awareness of 
the economic centrality of Africa 
led to the first real American in- 
itiative there, the effort to court 
Nigeria, now the number one ex- 
ternal supplier of oli to the U.S. 
The appointment of Andrew 
Young as ambassador to the UN 
signalled a new U.S. attampt to 
gain African support. 


THE SOVIET UNION, 
meanwhile, has stepped up its in- 
volvement along three main 
routes. It is moving from east to 
west acroas the centre of the conti- 
nent (from Mozambique through 
Zaire to Angola, with Kaunda of 
Zambia emerging as a most 
vulnerable obstacle). Soviet ac- 
tivity has also focused on the 
Horn. With Hithiepia in hand, 
there are now signs that inroads 
are being made in Uganda, 
Djibouti, and In the Soviet’s 
traditional stomping ground of 
Somalia. 
Soviet long-range ambitions 
seem to include Kenya and the 
Sudan as well.

A COMMON disorder is pseudo- 
insomnia, a condition in which 
people belleve they cannot fall 
asleep, but when bedded down in 
the Lab for checking they ‘‘sleep 
like a baby.” Sometimes, accord- 
ing to Dr. Lavie, the problem is 
connected with ‘'bad"' -habita 
before bedtime, such as when the 
sufferer ‘‘must'’ smoke a 
eigarette or eat a piece of 
chocolate after he has gone to bed 
and before he ‘‘can"’ fall asleep or 
even feels compelled to get up 
again and raid the refrigerator.

Over the past decade, some 
6,000 such distressed persons have 
sought the advice, counselling and 
therapy of Jerusalem Rabbi Ze'ev 
Chaim Lifschitz. Lately, so many 
have been coming to his door that 
the rabbi has had to train 10 
assistants to help handle the work. 
And still the rabbl's phone never 
stops ringing. 

What began as informal 
counselling in the rabbi's study 
has grown into the Sadnat Enosh 
(Human Workshop) Tora Centre 
for Spiritual Guidance, occupying 
ἃ large flat of its own in French 
Hill. Branches of the workshop 
flourish in New York, London'and 
South Africa, and plans for expand: 
ing operations even further are 
under way. As Jt ls, hundreds re- 
questing help must be turned 
away. 

The irony ia that Rabb! Lifschitz 
never intended to set himself up 
as a therapist or counsellor. A 
descendant of the renowned 
Katzenelaon family, Chaim 
Lifschitz, 42, spent 10 years In

“When I talk with someone,” 
the rabbi says, avoiding as usual 
the term patient, ‘I'm prepareg 
to spend as much time with himas 
necessary — the whole day or 
more if need be.

personal lives and careers, are in- 
tellectually and spiritually com.

“Younger people, however, 
often need only a sympathetic ear 
for an hour or two, A lot of them 
come from a closed and rather In- 
sulated world. They may be zo fill- 
ed up with yeshiva studies, for ex- 
ample, that they've never hada 
chance to talk with anyone about 
what's bothering them.” 

What might be bothering a 
yeshiva student? 

“A surprising amount — 10or16 
per cent of those who come to me 
suffer from troublesome dreams 

and fantasies. Images of impurity 
and the like. Don't smile. Toa 
yeshiva boy this can he very 
worrisome. Also, 90 per cent of the 
students in yeshivot today have 
come from outside the yeshiva 
world. I'm not suggesting the 
yeshiva regimen creates mental 
problems. But if someone has 
neurotic tendencies to begin with,

HAVING HEARD so much un- 
qualified praise for Chaim 
Lifschitz from so many quarters, I 
found myself pressing people for 
criticlsm, Two who would agree to 
criticize him nevertheless admire 
the man so much they asked not to 
he identified. 

One, a lecturer at the Hebrew 
University, suggested that 
perhaps the rabbi was too strong- 
ly oriented toward getting fast 
and concrete results — at least in 
comparison to the psychiatriets 
the lecturer had known. 

And a teacher who works for a 
government agency suggested 
that perhaps Rabb! Lifschitz “hag 
a tendency to tell people what to 
do. But that's probably because a 
lot of the people who come to him 
want to be told what to do. And 
because unlike most secular 
therapists, the rabbi believes very 
firmly that what he aays is moral- 
ly correct,”’.

Numerous other facilities for 
the area, called Beltaynu Village, 
are on the drawing board: a 
“retreat hotel" for intellectuals, 


Switzerland studying with Rabbi 
Yehuda Weinberg, the Gaon of 
Berlin and Montreux. He. also 
earned an M.A. in clinical and 
general psychology at the Univer- 
sity of Geneva and devoted six 
years o8 an assistant to.the emi- 
nent psychologist Dr. Jean 
Plaget. When he returned to his 
native Israel 14 years ago, Rabb! 
Lifschitz began to apply his . 
knowledge of cognitive psy- 
chology .in his yeshiva 
classrooms. Education remains 
his chief interest even today. 

But Rabbi Lifschitz's reputation 
as a man of broad knowledge and 
deep Intuitive talenta grew rapid- 
ly, and it wasn't long before more 
and more people were turning to 
him for advice. His background in 
the social sciences made him un- 
usual in the world of the yeshiva, 
and yet he waa known as a atrictly 
observant Tora Jew.
